We can 

raind ourselves always of the duty of being better Humanitarian and 

oral Agents for the saka of the Child, anything that we do for chil- 

dren in general we do for some child in particular, Third, We must 

tee that we have the best Biucational Facilities for our children. 

They must not only be able to pass the entrance examinations, but they 
know something of self-management, nealth, how to cooperute, 

king themselves in a cause greater than themselves."
